per cent of the acreage of the prov- 


ince. Great enthusiasm is being dis- 
played in all sections of the province 
and in some parts the farmers are 
backing the -pool almost one hundred 
per cent, while in a large number of 
others, it is stated that from eighty 
to ninety per cent of the wheat grow- 
ers are signing the contracts. 

Practically all the ‘contracts 
ceived at the head office of the pool 
up to last evening was accompanied 
by the $3:00 cash required for one 
share in the organization and to help 
defray expenses of preliminary organ- 
ization. The fact that the farmers 
are paying over the amount in cash 
is taken to indicate that they have 
confidenee in the pool and are de- 
termined to support it. 

It is impossible to secure an ac- 
curate estimate of the number of 
contracts signed, but late reports from 
the office of the pool state that over 
150,000 have probably been received.
